for successful operations in the flat coun- 
try lying between Tien Tsin and Taku. 
This fact alone may delay operations un- 
til late in the present week, thcugn at 
least a portion of the international column 
may start on the day fixed, namely, to- 
merrow, Assurances recetved here show 
that the Japanese government is doing all 
in its power to facilitate the international 
movement, and though the good will of 
the Japanese was never expected, as far 
as the United States is concerned, thc 
knowledge is gratifying. f£ecretary Iong 
had a cable message today from the com- 
mander of the Buffalo, at Hong Kung, 
stating that he has sailed for Taku. The 
Buffalo is taking out much needed relief 
men for the naval crews. 

Coolidge Succeeds Liscum. 

The war department today received a 
cablegram from Lieutenant Colonel Cool- 
idge, who assumed command of the Ninth 
infantry after the death of Colonel) Lis- 
cum, givirg a report on the part played 
by that organization during the fighting 
Ole Tien Tsin. The report is as follows: 

‘Chee Fco.—Corbin, Washington: Six 
companies Ninth infantry. under Liscum, 
with marines ¢commanded by Meade, join- 
ed British forces under Genera] Dorward, 
in conjunction with French and Japanese 
and attacked southwest part of walled city 
at daybreak on the 13th. The Ninth in- 
fantry on the right -vere east of the south 
gate protecting the allied forces from 
flanking fire. After being under fire fot 
fifteen hours, they were withdrawn to 
the outer mud wall at night. Ninth in- 
fantry had sixteen’ killed, sixty-nine 
wounded, one missing, out of 420 engaged 
at this point. Company A, posted at the 
railroad station east of the Pei Ho, was 
exposed to heavy shrapnel fire, losing two 
killed and> seven wounded in addition to 
the foregoing. On the morning of the 
14th the Japanese blew up the south gate, 
the walled city. Allied forces 
entered town. Assigned the southeast 
quarter to the Americans for police 
protection. Guards were established in 
the American quarter which was already 
on fire.

CHINESE MAKE POOR GUARDS. 


American Bible Society Hears from 
Missionaries. 


New York, July 29.—The American Bi- 
ble Society has received a letter from 
Charles F. Gammon, its agent in Tien 
Tsin, dated July 4th. Mr. Gammon, after 
detailing the events up to date of, the 
letter, included the killing of the English 
missionaries, Robinson and Norman, says? 

“The missionaries at Pdo Ting Fu have 
thus far, and wisely, too, refused to leave 
there. With the railway destroyed and 
Bdat travel certainly.fatal, they cannot 
leave, and with the government so utterly 
helpless and the soldiers so thoroughly 
in sympathy with the boxers, there is 
cause to fear for their safety, although 
the ministers have warned the officials 
to give fhém protection. The railway au- 
thorities are Seg. hard to maintain 
communication with Pekin (the heads of 
the departments being British), but the 
line is daily interrupted by the bupning 
of bridges and stations, and trains are 
frequently returning, being unabie to get 
through. The Chinese troops sent to guard 
the line have failed to accomplish any- 
thing, and even if they were not in 
sympathy with the present anti-foreign 
movement and largely members of the 
boxer society, there is every reason to be- 
fleve that they have secret instructions 
not to resist or punish the boxers. Mean- 
while the powers have been daily landing 
sailors and marines, and Tien Tsin is 
one great military post, full of moving 
patrols, and with guards stationed - at 
every vulnerable point. Twenty men. of 
war are now at the mouth of the river, 
and more are ceming.”’

States senate from the state Of Nort) | 
Carolina . Friends and admirers hoe in- 
doubtedly has; but enemies—their number 
Mild mannered conservative 
citizens—merchafitts, bankers. business 
-men—have said to me: ‘‘We loathe the 
sight of the man. Benedict Arnold in the 
palmy days of his greatest treason Was 
never more univers:zlly loathed bv the 
patriots than Butler is by the great ma- 
jority of the white people of his state.”’ 
And’ in their further discussion of ‘he 
man who in part represents their state 
in the United gtates senate, about the 
mildest epithets they can find is ‘arch 
traitor of the age.”’ 

It is a fact that there are many coun- 
ties in this state in which Senator Butler 
does not dare show his face for fear of 
bodily harm, Whether this condition re- 
flects more on his critics than upon him 
is a question I am not called upon to dis- 
cuss. Iam merely chronicling the facts 
in the case of The People vs. Butler, and 
that this hatred exists no man wil] gain- 
Sy. 

It is not so much that they are opposed 
to Butler’s politics, so say they all, but 
has

plans. In evidence of their claim, the 
democrats say that Senator Pritchard, 
the republican who has always fought 
“hard and fair’ for the principles, Is 
respected by those who disagree with him 
and can preach his republicanism any- 
where in the state without thought of 
molestation, But Butler—that’s another 
proposition.

Butler’s Fusion with Republicanism. 

Senator Butler rode into office on the 
fusion with the republicans, although pro- 
fessing to believe every republican prin- 
ciple wrong. His prominence was at- 
tained through the bitterness of his at- 
tack wpon the democrats through The 
Caucasian, th@ populist weekly paper he 
publishes her@ and at Clinton. He still 
runs both of*those papers and the 2er- 
tainty of defeat has not tended to sorren 
the asperities of his denunciation of North 
Carlina democracy and democrats, On 
the stump and in his paper, he has a lit- 
,tle way of calling democrats names ‘hat 
sound worse than “traitor.’’ It cannot 
be said that he is unable to reciprocate 
the compliments heaped upon him. 

But the democratic antipathy for Butler 
fs more deepseated and has other founda- 
tion than these political acts of his. It 
is claimed, and the documents are pro- 
duced to show it, that Butler was once 
an advocate of the disfranchisement of 
the negro for which he is now so bitterly 
assailing the democrats, and that his 
complaint two years ago was that the 
democrats having got in power, would 
not dare put through such an amendment 
as this now proposed, For this he was 
arraigning them then: when he discovered 
that his only possible chance of holding 
on to political life was by rebuilding the 
populist sfrutture by means of a fight 
against the amendment, he began a cam- 
paign of vituperation and misrepresenia- 
tion that has seldom had jfts equal, 

Go the democrats say, and they claim 
their ability to prove it all. , 

The Brunt of the Fight. 

The feeling towards him has naturally 
been accentuated by the fact that Butler 
has had to lead this entire aniti-amend- 
ment fight. He has been about the 
busiest man In the state ever since this 
thing commenced. The only other man 
at all in the same class so far as wurk 
is concerned is Colonel Stmmons, the dem- 
ocratic chairman, He has, however, ad 
able helpers: «at populist headquarters it 
hace been Butler alone. In a sense ihe 
whole burden of the  anti-amendment 
campaign has been upon his shoulders. 
The republicans are acting with him to 
the best of their ability, but they realize 
that the only chance of anti-democratic 
success lies in the campaign which the 
populist le:der is making. In some ¢de- 
gree the political fate of Senator Pritch- 
ard is just as much tnvolved in this cam- 
Paign as is that of his populist colleague; 
but defeat will leave Pritchard a follow- 
ing, whereas Butler’s only chance to oe a 
_Political factor of any sort whatever lics 
in. victory for the cause he is now cham- 
pioning.

Senator Butler has not at all helped 
his cause or his popularity by the impor- 
tition of certain populist spell-binders 
from other states. This is essentially a 
local fight on a purely local proposition. 
There is nothing upon which the’ people 
of the state have a rieht to thelr own 
ideas to a higher degree than the prop)- 
sition to amend the state constitution; 
and the sarne sentiment which manifest- 
ed itself against what seemed to be the 
interference of federal office holders a's 
been manifested against the importation 
of Texas populist stump speakers of the 
“Cyclone Davis’’—“Stump Ashby” variety. 
Nor will it go well with these inporta- 
tions if they go up against a Red Shirt 
display in their wanderings. 

The make-up of the fusion ticket has 
at last been announced. With char’c- 
teristic mystery Senator Butler and his 
associates have been keeping this to them- 
selves and incidentally keeping their op- 
ponents guessing as to whether Judge 
Adams or Secretary of State Thompson 
would head it. -Thompson is the populist 
secretary of state, and is one of the moat 
active figures in the camprign. He has 
been the nominee of the populists for the 
governorship, the game of the anti-dem- 
ocratic leaders being to keep populist and 
republican tickets in the field up to the 
last moment so that they might array as 
many people as possible against the 
Aycock ticket; then at the proper tims 
to announce the fusion ticket which pop- 
ulists and republicans are expected to 
vote. 7 

Stronger the Other Way. 

Democrats generally believe the fusion 
ticket would have been stronger with 
Thompson at its head than with the re- 
publican candidate, Judge Adams. The 
organized republicans are sure to vote 
against the democratic ticket and 
against the amendment under any cir- 
cumstances, but ‘many men upon whom 
the fusion leaders have counted would 
vote the populist ticket where they 


would not go clear over to the repub- a 
licans. But it is evident the republican gee af a Wiesataan noreme

“We can lose the state by twenty 
thousand for the amendment and the 
state ticket and yet capture the legis- 
lature,”’ said Senator Butler significantly 
in discussing the situation with me. 

It is his one hope; but even that is 
small.

MARSHALL SPEAKS ON CHINA. 


Says England, Germany and France

Chicago, July 29.—A stirring address on 
China was delivered before the Moody Bi- 
ble institute congregation this afternoon 
by Rev. Thomas Marshall, field secretary 
of the Presbyterian board of foreign mis- 
sions, and a Chinese missionary of wide 
experience and more than national fame. 

He charged that European nations, es- 
pesially England, Germany and France,

CHINESE MAKING THREATS. 


If Foreigners Advance on Pekin

Berlin, July 29.—The Chinese legation 
in Berlin has received a message from 
Sheng, director general of railways and 
telegraphs, saying that he has received a 
dispatch from Pekin announcing that Gen- 
eral Tung Fuh Siang threatens to kill all 
the members of the legation if the inter- 
national] forces advance upon Pekin.

WILL LOCATE AT SHANGHAI. 


Special Commissioner Rockhill Won’t 
Enter Pekin. 

Chicago, July 29.—Special Commissioner 
William M. Rockhill, appointed by the 
government to ascertain the true situation 
in China, passed through Chicago today 
on his way to the orient. He arrived 
at 3 o’clock and at 6:30 was speeding to- 
ward San Francisco, where he will sail 
on the Japanese steamer America Maru 
on August 3d. Asked if he would endeavor 
to reach Pekin to treat with the Chinese 
government direct, he said: 

“Tl think not, unless circumstances war- 
rant it and the country is quiet enough to 
render possible the success of such an 
expedition. In the country’s state of fer- 
ment the journey of a party of Europeans 
or Americans to Pekin could be approach- 
ed only with frightful loss, if at all. 

“IT shall make my headquarters at 
Shanghai and investigate conditions as 
far northward as circumstances and the 
troubled conditions will permit. My soie 
duty is to keep the president and secretary 
of state advised as to the situation. Out- 
side of that I am not empowered to do 
anything.’’ 

“You are not invested with plenipoten- 
tiary power, then?’ 

‘‘No,”’ he answered; “‘my orders can be 
summed up in two words: ‘Investigate 
conditions.” In case the government has 
further orders for me they undoubtedly 
will be cabled.’’ 

Mrs. Rockhill, who will accompany her 
husband to Shanghai, apparently does not 
fear the prospect before her.

Rome, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—Rome’s 
Street fair will open here Monday, Au- 
gust 6th, and will contiuue through the 
9th. It has been thoroughly advertised 
over north Georgia and northeastern Ala- 
bama, and thousands of visitors are ex- 
pected here, , 

This is the first fair of any description 
Floyd has had in any years, and for 
this reason it is expé€cted to be a great 
success, Broad street, from the bridge 
to Fifth avenue, has been decorated with 
gay bunting and also part of Second ave- 
nue. The display booths and the mid- 
way will range along Broad, between 
Second and Fourth avenues. The people 
of Rome are taking unusual Interest in 
the fair, and it will evtipse anything-ever 
attempted here, 

The amusement features will be most 
excellent. The ball park will be used dur- 
ing the evening for wie naval battle of 
Santiago and fireworks display. Selma 
and Rome will play a series of six games 
during the week. Arrangements are also 
being made to pull off two or three good 
fistic encounters! 

One of the best spurting features will 
be the aquatic contests on the Oostanaula. 
There will be swimming, sculling, diving, 
log and tub races. Rome’s waterways 
offer unexcelled advantages for such 
sports, 

The social event of the fatr will be the 
floral parade and coronation ball Mon- 
day evening. There will be 50 or 60 beau- 
tifully decorated vehicles in the parade, 
which will take place with hundreds of 
colored lights. Miss Letitia Johnson, 
daughter of Captain J. Lindsay Johnson, 
Georgia commissioner to th ¥ Paris ex- 
position, has been selected as queen of 
the carnival, and will be crowned in 
Nevin’s opera house amid great pomp and 
ceremony. Hon. Mose Wright, the bril- 
liant and eloquent solicitor general of 
the Rome circuit, will make the corona- 
tion address. Mayor’s and council’s day 
is expected to attract the officials from 
a number of towns. Mayor Woodward, 
Governor Candler and a number of promi- 
nent Atlantians are expected. The fa- 
mous Fifth regiment band has been en- 
gaged for the fair. 

Altogether Rome is putting on holiday 
attire for the coming gala week, which 
is expected to bring a larger crowd to 
Rome than ever before in her history. 

Two Heavy Damage Suits. 

Two heavy damage suits were filed here 
last week. Mr. T. L. Swanson, a mail 
agent on the Rome and Decatur branch 
of the Southern, was badly: injured v- 
eral weeks ago in a peculiar manner. 
The train was coming toward Rome. A 
car of charcoal stood on a siding at a 
small way station, and a piece of scant- 
ling projected from it several féet. This 
timber caught on the end of the moving 
car and bent back like a bow. Mr. Swan- 
son happened to look out the door at 
this moment and thé timber struc® him 
in the jaw with terrific force. He was 
knocked to the floor of the car, but 
strange to say, got up and worked his 
mail to Rome. Here he was examined by 
Dr. Henry Batey, who found the jaw- 
bone fearfully shattered. 

Mr. Swanson’s jaw was placed In ban- 
dages and for weeks he could not talk 
and had to take liquid foods. It is feared 
that the injury will be permanent, and 
now Mr. Swanson has filed a suit for $20,-. 
o) against the Southern railway. He 
has retained Dean & Dean and Seaborn 
Wright as counsel. 

A. D. Cheney has filed suit for $15,000 
damage against the city of Rome. Some 
months ago Mr. Cheney’s son, Paul, a lad 
of some ten years. was drowned and his 
body recovered in the Oostanaula river at 
the mouth of a sewer. It is believed and 
alleged in the suit that the child fell in 
an open sewer on the principal street and 
was sucked to his death in an under- 
ground sewer. The tragedy was one of 
the most heart-rending that ever occurred 
in this city. Mr. Cheney has retained 
Seaborn Wrighf as attorney. 

Peach Crop Is Very Fine. 

Tuesday or Wednesday the last cars of 
Elberta peaches will go from this sec- 
tion to eastern and western markets, The 
crov in Floyd and surrounding counties 
has been very fine and while not so large 
as two years ago, is sweet and firm.

She has engaged 
a Well-known firm of Conyers and as soon 
as they obtain a copy of the court record 
in Louisiana of the conviction of Smith 
suit for divorce will be filed in Bibb su- 
perior court. In the meantime Mrs, Smith 
will try and have her husband pardone:l 
out of the penitentiary, and she is in 
Macon for signatures for pardon, and the 
petition will be forwarded to the goverriér 
of Loutsiana., Mrs. Smith has no desire 
or intention of Hving again with her hus- 
band if he is pardoned out of the peniten- 
tiary, but he declares that @f he is given 
his liberty he will help support the three 
children of himself and wife, who Mrs. 
Smith has been caring for ever since she 
and the children were deserted in Macon 
by Smith several years ago. Mrs. Smith 
has no money and if her husband can 
contribute to the support of the children 
she will be relieved of a financial burden. 
Her only reason for wishing for the 
pardon of her husband !s to have him help 
support the three children. The eldest 
is only ten years old. Mrs. Smith was a 
faithful and loving wife and her abandon- 
ment by her husband was a great shock 
to her. 

John E. Schmidt, or Smfth, as he some- 
times writes his name, married in Atlanta 
about eleven years ago, They removed 
to Macon, where he conducted a barroom 
on Fourth street, called. the Merchants’ 
Buffet. He left his family and went to 
Birmingham, where he became implicated 
in some way in a diamond robbery, so it 
was alleged. Later he went to Louisiana 
and about one year “a married a lady 
there who possessed considerable money. 
Soon after the Louisiana marriage his sec- 
ond wife’s relatives ascertained that he 
had a living wife in Macon. A female de- 
tective came fo Macon from Louisiana to 
work up evidence against Schmidt. City 
Detective Patterson went to Loulsiana 
He was tried and 
convicted and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for five years. He has served nearly 
one year. Schmidt's first marriage if of 
record in the ordinary’s office in Fulton 
county. 

A Missing Husband. 

Major Smith received a letter today 
from Mrs. George M. Barnaby, of Crystal 
Springs, Miss., making inquiry for 
her husband from whom she has not 
heard since a short time before he left 
Jackson, Miss.,. for Georgia, about rhe 
middle of June, She siys he was a trav- 
eling man and sold medicine, and fre- 
quently visited Atlanta and Macon, She 
thinks and fears he may have been killed 
in the Camp Creek wreck, near McDon- 
ough, on the night of June 23d.

COTTON VERY POOR 
IN PUTNAM COUNTY 


Rains Came Rather Late To Do Much 
Good to Crop. 


PLANT IS BLOOMING ON TOP 


Farmers Say This Is Evidence That 
It Grows No More, 


CORN CROP, THOUGH, IS PROMISING 


Grapes in Abundance, but There Is 
No Profit in Shipping Them 
to Market. 


-_ 


Eatonton, Ga.. July 29.—(Special.)—The 
intense heat and suffocating sultriness 
of a few days past has been broken by 
refreshing rains. But the rains are by 
no means general. even for this county. 
The extreme easternqand western por- 
tions have failea to get their quota, and 
the ops in this section show the lack 
of it. But. with the most favorable con- 
ditions from now on, this county cannot 
hope for anything like,a uniformly good 
cotton crop. The condition of the crop 
at present is unsatisfactory and not at 
all uniform. Some individual.crops are 
good and’ growing and fruiting finely, but 


by far the majority is small and in poor | 


condition, Too much rain, followed by 
the terrible ordeal the plant underwent 
of being cleaned of grass has proven too 
much for it. All gray land cotton is small 
an@ unpromising. 

A large farmer, living in the western 
portion of the county, remarked a few 
days ago that in his vicigity the farm- 
ers could not hope for even a fairly good 
crop. The best cotton, he said, was small 
and blooming on the top; the latter fact 
being sure evidence that the plant has 
ceased to grow. Having about fifteen 
days more in which to grow and make 
fruit, the prospect is not very promising. 
Inspired by a lively hope that fairly good 
prices will obtain, the farmers, though, 
are taking matters cheerfully. .This is 
philosophy, and the only séen&ible way 
to deal with matters that cannot be 
helped. 

The corn crop, however, where it has 
been worked and the land fairly g00d, 
is very promising, and there jis good 
prospect of hog and hominy for another 
year. Large quantities of pease have been 
planted and with reasonably good sea- 
sons a large crop wil be harvested. 

Quantities of grapes are raised in this 
county every year, but so. far except 
when made into wine and sold they have 
proven. of no value. Experiments made 
in shipping grapes the last few years 
have yielded no profits, It is Indeed a 
pity to see acres of grape vines loaded 
with the frvit that must rot and waste 
because it cannot be profitably marketed. 


To one who does not pretend to know 
3 


anything about it, it does seem unac 
countably strange that grapes can be 
shipped from California to the Eatonton 
market and sold to advantage, while that 
raised at the very doors of our eastern 
markets must rot in the flelds because 
it does not pay to ship it. Surely an in- 
telligent investigation of this anomaly 
would quickly reveal the cause and sug- 
gest a remedy. “A word to the wise is 
sufficient.’’ Who knows that some enter- 
prising citizen may discover in the solu- 
tion of this apparently contradictory stato 
of things ‘‘acres of diamonds” in his very 
back yard? 


COMMONWEALTH DRYING UP. 


Socialistic Colony Near Columbus a 
Failure. 

Columbus, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—Un- 
less something wholly unexpected devel- 
ops, Commonwealth colony, in this coun- 
ty, will soon be a thing of the past. The 
drying up of the colony, which is an ex- 
periment in practical socialism, is pro- 
ceeding without any particular incident, 
but steadily, and by the November term 
of the Muscogee superior: court its af- 
fairs will probably have been wound up 
for good. 

Pursuant to the order of the court. Mr. 
W. A. Ross, the receiver of the colony, 
has been engaged in winding up the af- 
fairs of the enterprise as rapidly as can 
be done, and has already filed a report of 
the assets, liabilities, etc., of the colony. 
In the petition filed in the superior court 
recently, when a receiver was asked for 
by Leen de Brabant, one of the members, 
it was@gstated that the liabilities of the 
colony Were $3,700 or $3,800. There was 
then due a first mortgage of $2,000 on the 
original purchase price of the place, with 
interest; a $600 indebtedness to James P. 
Kelley; a $250 obligation to W. A. Ross. 
and a $250 debt to Andrew Allen. In the 
petition it was stated that the crop of 
1899 had been almost a total failure, and 
that the membership had become very 
much discouraged, and _ that from 
forty-five or fifty the members had dwin- 
died in mumber to three. At a recent 
meeting of the entire citizenship of the 
Christian commonwealth it was decided to 
have the affairs of the colony wound up, 
as the then small force on hand was in- 
adequate to carry on the work begun by 
the full colony. The assets consist of 
orchards, nurseries, improvements, etc. 
The printing outfit at Commonwealth, 
with the exception of the press. was sold 
to Florida parties. The press, the proper- 
ty of one of the individual members of 
the colony, passed through the city yester- 
day, en route to Alleghany, Pa. 

When it was first inaugurated the Chris- 
tian Commonwealth promised to be a 
great success, but it was only a year or 
two before such’ serious dissensions arose 
among the members as has resulted in the 
failure of the enterprise. 


School Com: ssioner Contest Settled. 


Fort Valley, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)— 
The long and bitter contest over the 
county school commissionership of this 
county has’at last been settled by State 
Commissioner G. R. Glenn, who has ap- 
pointed Professor George W. Smith to 
the office. The first election by the coun- 
ty board was held in February, and 
Smith was chosen. The present incum- 
bent. E. 8. Wellons, contested the elec- 
tion and the legality of the choice went 
to the governor for st¢ttlement. A sec- 
ond election was ordered and Smith was 
again selected. Again Wellons was in 
evidence contesting. 

Three times the choice of the boar@a 
Was contested, the state school commis- 
sioner having just settled the matter 
finally.

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Sobering Up. 

Rev. Dr. Haldeman, pastor of the 
First Baptist church of New York, well 
known as a Biblical scholar and teach- 
er, predicted a year ago that the pres- 
ent year would find every nation at 
war, and demonstrated from the proph- 
ecies of the Bible the coming struggle 
between Russia and China. He has re- 
cently written a letten.which may pos- 
Sess some interest for those who are in- 
clined to takega common sense view of 
the Chinese question. Dr. Haldeman 
Says: 

I look on ‘the Chinese question wholly 
and alone from: the prophetic side. 
Whatever the developments now, I am 
absolutely sure that in the future Russia 
will gain the supremacy. It is also 
true that, taught by western genius, the 
eastern hordes will yet break in awful 
avalanche on the west. The greed, the 
rapacity, the Christless, godless selfish- 
ness of European nations will get its, 
reward. All the Christianity that has 
been wrought in China will be small, 
counting in the terrible final balance that 
shall be made against so-called Chris- 
tian *nations, who have polsoned China 
with opium and made them look upon 
Christians as only another division of 
rapacious foreign devils. 

Considered morally, there are two sides 
to the question. These Chinese are fight- 
ing for their homes, their land, their in- 
stitutions. They know the Christian na- 
tions are ready to rob and cheat them; 
and when they find the missionaries back- 
ed up by guns and swords and blood- 
thirsty Cossacks, by rude and godless 
soldiery, ready to kill and slay, they 
are only the more infuriated and deter- 
mined in the opinion that any white 

an is a devil and needs be slain. 

It was not so that Paul won Macedo- 
nia and Rome. When he went to Rome 
he did not say, ‘‘Down with Nero! Down 
with the powers that be!” On the con- 
trary, he counseled Christians to recog- 
nize that here Nero’s government, bad 
as it was, was permitted of God and 
that Christians should submit. 

It was hy the blood of martyrs our 
church won at first; not by the blood 
of their foes, but their own blood, not 
shed with arms in their hands, but shed 
at the stake or rack or block with 
prayer on their lips and love in their 
hearts.

The Right and Wrong of It. 

Editor Constitution—I have read with much 
interest the report of the proceedings of the fe- 
cent “‘reunion”’ of the federal and confederate 
veterans, in Atlanta, as presented in the col- 
umns of your admirable journal. The address 
of Colonel Shaw, of the federais, and of Gen- 
eral Gordon, in reply, brought up the much 
misunderstood question of “right” and of 
““wrong’’ and left it, as far as their speeches 
g0, as much undecided and unsettled as ever. 
Recently I have been well entertained and in- 
structed upon this subject of “right’’ by read- 
ing an admirable biography cf Mr. Memminger, 
the great lawyer of Charleston, s. C., and sec- 
retary of the confederate treasury, If Colonel 
Shaw and General Gordon will read from this 
masterly work, page 227, they will find this 
question of ‘‘right’’ resolved into one of ex- 
pediéncy and most ably presented in a state- 
ment of the case made by Mr. Memminger to 
the secession gonvention of South Carolina. 
This statement was in the form of an argu- 
ment to show that while secession was 4 
right which a sovereign state had, that its ex- 
ercise was not necessarily one that would be 
resisted. He held that the state was the 
judge of the sufficiency and the justness of the 
cause which would lead her to abrogate the 
compact of association, but that other. states 
as sovereign parties to the compact were not 
of necessity bound or concluded by her judg- 
ment, having an equal right to judge for 
thernselves—and that the justice of the caibse 
alone can make the abrogation of compact 
right. There being no rule or law of infalli- 
bility, the other states might conclude that 
the cause was insufficient, and if they held so, 
there being no tribunal among sovereigns to 
which resort might be had for judgment, the 
other states might, and in his opinion would, 
resort to means to enforce an observance of the 
compact and to hinder the seceding state from 
abregating it if they could do so. For these 
reasons Mr. Memminger concluded that seces- 
sion meant war, an appeal to the sword, as the 
only arbiter among sovereign states, and as 
the south wag not prepared to enter her case 
before this tribunal, he opposed the secession 
of his state. Here, then, we find the argument 
for both sides being right. If Colonel Shaw 
will drop the use of the words “right’’ and 
‘‘wrong,’’ and substitute therefor the words 
“‘expedient’’ and ‘‘inexpedient,’’ he may make 
a history that southern children can read if 
indeed they must have a history of the war be- 
tween the states written by a federal soldier. 
I heartily commend to him the biography of 
Mr. Memminger, a work which The Yale Col- 
lege. Review pronounces to be ‘‘the ablest pre- 
sentation of the causes leading up to the civil 
war that has yet appeared from a southern 
author.’’ I am informed that this author, 
Colonel Henry D. Capers, is a Georgian. He 
has certainly done a noble work for the stu- 
dent of history, north and south, east and 
west.

In every war between civilized nations 


or factions the women of the countries in- | 


volved take an intelligent puirt, either as 
nurses for the wounded, consolers for the 
dying or in active service as managers of 
various sch@mes to keep the pot of peace 
boiling while the husbands and fathers 
ate engaged in deadly combat with the 
enemy. To women in civilized spheres it 
is given to maintain the integrity of the 
nation at home. Matilda, wife of William 
the conqueror,, built a magnificent cathed- 
ral while her husband was away in the 
wars, and with her own hands embroid- 
ered the victories of the time on a roll 
of tapestry which eight centuries later 
is exhibted In a museum at Bayeaux, in 
France, 

Mirlam went out with her maidens, sing- 
ing and dancing to welcome her brother, 
victorious from. his wars; It is only the 
Savage whose women assist in bloodshed 
and do no notable deed of mercy or en- 
terprise, nd the reason is not far to 
find, Toff savaze woman is subordinate. 
Her instincts, her trainings, have been 
on the lines of aggressive cruelty. She 
has been taught that mercy is cowardive, 
she does not spare her own, shall she then 
have pity on the intruding stranger? Of 
these are the women of China, who know 
Only the lessong taught them for centu- 
ries that everyone not of their faith is an 
enemy, dangerous and implacable. 


There are two events which gladden the 
somber, restgiated life of the Chinese wo- 
man—one her marriage at an early age, 
the other the birth of a son, No greater 
distinction awaits the Chinese woman in 
this world than to give birth to a son— 
in the next she is_of little consequence. 
as she ig not supposed to possess a soul. 
Her jot here is not an enviable one, for 
if she is of high caste she is secluded in 
her husband’s home, she cannot walk on 
her mutilated feet, and if she does not 
bear her husband many sons she is re- 
garded as af piece of useless furniture 
and must content herself with gorgeous 
robes and an elaborate head dress. A Chi- 
naman desires offspring for the selfish 
reason that his bones may be worshipped 
—if he ig not a parent he cannot be an 
ancestor, which would be a calamity in 
a country where the religion consists 
mainly in sitting on a tomb and reciting 
the virtues of the dead. 

Girls in China are accounted as “‘house- 
hold shadows and household sorrows.” 
Formerly they were drowned like blind 
kittens at birth, but the missionaries are 
responsible for the doubtful good of pre- 
serving their lives in later years. The 
Christianized Chinaman does not object 
to a daughter, although his acceptance 
of the disappointment is in the nature of? 
a penance, The first high caste Chinese 
child’ born in Washington was that of 
the Chinese minister who was stationed 
there during President Garfield’s admin- 
istration. The Chinese like women doc- 
tors, and the official] engaged the ser- 
vices of Dr. Sus E, Edson, who intro- 
duced to Ameri the first high caste 
Chinese baby born within its limits. The 
anxious minister, dressed in his best robes 
of office, awaited news of the event in his 
private suite in the legation palace, and 
as Dr, Edson approached met her nief 
way, He scanned her face a moment 
anxiously, thenm-held this laconic dialogue 
with himself: 

‘Boy? No. 


Girl? Yes.’ 


Native Chinamen look down on their 


Wives and in every way they can show * 


their contempt for them, believing that a 
man should do this in order to maiutain 
his own supremacy. Some of their popu- 
lar sayings convey this idea: 

“A man should listen to his wife, but he 
must not believe her.’’ 

“A woman’s mind is 
heart ig wax.”’ 

“Men, when they meet, ilsten to @90.1 
other. Girls, when they cume together, 
look at each other.’’ 

“Women look down to be looked at.”

“When I am buried you must come often 
to my grave to burn incense, and you 
must not harm any white butterfly or 
lizard, “or I may prefer to come back to 
you in those shapes when I am tired of 
lying in my grave.”

of the rest of the world had-been banisned 
to China, whose kingaom they hold for 
their own. A Chinaman is afraid to look 
over his shoulder, for he knows he will 
see a ghost—that he never did see one 
has no weight with him, and he feeis that 
all is right at home, but if his nefghbor 
sneezes and he does not he believes him- 
self neglected and becomes morbidly jeal- 
ous. Quite hike other women, the Chinese 
wife has her little plans and schemes and 
advises her husband to wear a wet hand- 
kerechief in his hat to keep his shaven 
poll from sunstroke.

DOCTORS SAY HE IS NOT SERIOUSLY AURT 


Accident Occurred 2 O’clock Sunday 
Morning at No. 81 Loyd Street. 
Policeman Found Him, 


While nodding where the cool breezes 
blew in a@ window forty feet from the 
ground, at No. 81 Loyd street, at 1 
o'clock Sunday morning, William W. 
Dodd, a young man who paints for the 
Southern Furniture Company, lost his 
balance and tumbled heels over head out 
into the darkness of the night, and land- 
ed on the hard ground below. 

And there he lay for more than an 
hour, calling for help. His cries were 
heard by Officer Drasbach and he was 
rescued from his bed of earth in the 
backyard and carried into a room to 
await the attention of a physician. 

The remarkable part of the story is 
that Dodd was not hurt. That is to say, 
he was not seriously injured. His face 
was scratched, his left shoulder and left 
arm were bruised, but the physicians 
and those standing about what they be- 
lieved to be a deathbed, were suprised 
when it was ascertained that Dodd’ would 
be able to handle his paint brush again 
in a few days. 

Dodd does trimming work for the fur- 
niture company. He is an expert and 
makes good wages. He came here from 
Alpharetta, where his family resides. 

Saturday evening he spent pleasantly 
with some friends and went to his board- 
ing house, 81 Loyd street, about 10 
o'clock. At 11 o’clock he retired. He and 
D. W. Moore, a friend, sat up a while and 
talked. About 12 o’clock Dodd; finding 
that he was a little too warm to sleep, 
got up and sat in a window, which open- 
ed on a court in the rear of the house, 
ws the ground was fully forty feet be- 
ow. 

Dodd had a roommate, but the latter 
was fast asleep and he never knew Dodd 
had fallen out of the window unt!] he was 
notified by the policeman. 

The ambulance carried the young man 
to the hospital, where he was examined.

Total Amount for the Famine Relief 
Fund Collected in Georgia to 
Date Is $1,416.87. 


Ex-Governor W. J. Northen reports a 


steady increase in the India famine re-’ 


lief fund. The representatives of the 
Georgia committee in each of the coun- 
ties in the state are all at work securing 
subscriptions. Governor Northen has re- 
celved the following letter from L. F. 
Chamberlain, chairman of the executive 
committee of the New York committee of 
one hundred. which has general charge 
of the work of securing subscriptions to 
the relief fund in this country: 

“New York, July 16, 1900.—Ex-Governor 
Northen—My Dear Sir: From Mr. Orme, 
treasurer of ‘fhe India famine fund for 
Georgia, the New York relief committee 
has received check for $4389.41 to be de- 
voted to the aid of sufferers in India. 
This is one of the first fruits of the relief 
movement which you are leading in Geor- 
gia, and I am sure that your gratifica- 
tion, as is ours, must be very great. 
From no part of our broad land, has the 
response to the appeal for India’s hun- 
gry millions been more genfrous than 
from the ‘sunny south.’ And in that 
‘sunny south’ Georgia, I think, is at the 
fore. Certainly, in the thoroughness of 
her present organization she has set an 
example to the states of all our country. 
In behalf of, India’s famine stricken mil- 
lions we thank the people of your state 
for the splendid initiative which has been 
taken. 

“Tt would be gratifying to assure all 
our good friends in Georgia that the 
stress of the situation in India was be- 
ginning to abate, But the facts forbid. 
Our latest cablegram, dated Bombay, 
July 19th, from the Americo-Indian re- 
lief committee, which so faithfully and 
effectively administers the undésignated 
funds sent to India by the committee, of 
one hundred, was as follows: 

“In large regions north of Bombay, 
including Gujarat and Rajputana, but 
very little rain has fallen. Agriculture 
greatly hindered by the famished condi- 
tion of the people. Farmers in Deccan, 
eastward of Bombay, have begun sowing. 
Suffering increasing. Cholera still spread- 
ing. FEE, Chairman.’ 

“The viceroy of India announced on 
July 234 that the numbers provided for 
by the governmeng was larger than at 
any previous time. On that day the 
number had risen to 6,281,000. 

“Thus it clearly appears that the awful 
woe in India is not diminishing, although 
welcome rains have begun to fall some- 
what bountifully in certain large por- 
tions of the immense famine area, and 
quite insufficiently in other large por- 
tions. In truth, as will be realized upon 
an instant’s reflection, the. immediate ef- 
fect of the rainfall is to itensify the woe. 
The emaciated, unsheltered people, 
drenched by the storms and compelled 
to sleep on the ground, will surely dle, 
save as some form of shelter as well as 
food is provided. Not far from four- 
fifths of the population of India is agri- 
cultural, and unless shght aid is given to 
not a few of the impoverished peasant 
farmers, thousands upon thousands of 
acres will remain uncultivated and thus 
the famine be prolonged. 

“Fortunately, however, the possibilities 
of relief are still as wonderful as ever. 
The price of breadstuffs in India remains 
wholly reasonable, thanks to the wise at- 
titude and action of the British govern- 
ment, and to fhe merciful fact that in the 
unafflicted parts of India the harvests 
have been abundant. 

“Tt is true now, as two months ago, 
that from 2 to 5 cents will buy a day’s 
food for one person. Serviceable native 
blankets can be provided, three for $1. 
Temporary shelters can be built with 
famine labor at wages of 4 to 5 cents a 
day. From $2 to $3 will enable a poor 
farmer to resow his land. It is thus seen 
that while the need is unabated, the pos- 
sibilities of supplying the need are very 
favorable. Let this blessed fact give us 
courage. 

‘Moreover. in behalf of India’s suffer- 
ers, I earnestly desire. une generous heart- 
ed people of Georgia to remember that, 
in no event, not even if. the rainfall is 
sufficient throughout the famine area, can 
substantial harvests be gathered until 
October and November It is also to be 
borne in mind that those harvests are 
likely to be sadly hindered by the pres- 
ent adverse circumstances. With their 
cattle for the most dead, and they them- 
selves wasted almost to skeletons, the 
farmers can. at most, make but meager 
preparations for crops. That means har- 
vests correspondingly lessened. 

“In other words, there can be no justi- 
fication for any diminution of relief gifts 
before India’s harvests of October and 
November are secured. The gracious sup- 
plies should rather, until then, be in- 
creased. No doubt, even after those har- 
vests have been garnered, the situation 
will still appeal to the humane and pros- 
perous. 

“Tet us accordingly pull together and 
with a will. To the heart of a common 
humanity there still comes the appeal 
of the distressed and dying. With high-

Providence, R. I., July 29.—Jimmy Mi- 
chael, the bicycle rider, was declared de- 
feated by tha referee in his match with 
Ben Monroe, of Memphis, at Crescent 
park this afternoon. The local track 
could get Michael here only by agreeing 
to Michael’s requirements for pace and 
when the referee called Monroe off the 
track and awarded him the race the big 
crowd which had paid double admission 
price tO see Michael, was furious. 

The race was fifteen miles, motor paced, 
and Michael] used a new motor with threé 
and a-half horse-power and a fancy sét 
of water coolers which were nothing 
more than wind shields, so constructed as 
to evade the rules.

of the association, and nearly 100 players 
attended. The delegates present were: 

Jennings, Keeler and Kelly, Brookiyn; 
Burkett, oung and Donovan, St, Lo.lis; 
Beckley and Soccoran, Cincinnati: Grif- 
fith, Ryan and Callahan, Chicago; Dela- 
hafity, Murphy and Donohue, Philadei- 
phia; Zimmer, O’Brien and Ely, Pittsburg; 
Duffy, Clarke and Collins, Boston; Doyle, 
Bowerman and Smith, New York, 

The constitution was prepared by Harty 
Taylor, -of Buffalo, the organization’s 
counsel.

Mr 
Taylor stated that the principal object 
of the players’ organization would be to 
fight the magnates in the matter of selling 
and farming players. The present sys- 
tem of contracts will also be bitterly 
fought by the players’ organization. 

‘There are many things that are in- 
eeniranle in’ the gontracts presented to 
players now,” said Mr. Taylor, “and we 
proposa to remedy them. Well, we will 
probably draw up a form of contract and 
present tt to the magnates this fall. I 
shal] take the contracts used in the na- 
tional, eastern, western and American 
leagues, and after modifying them, draw 
up a new form, that will be presented to 
the magnates for consideration.”’ 

“And supposing the magnates should 
ignore your body?” was asked, 


“Well, this is a conservative organiva- 
tion. There is nothing revolutionary 
about it and we don’t propose to keep 
men from playing ball. But the magmites 
have grounds and gtand stands and they 
want ball games. They can’t afford to 
have their property He -édle. Our de- 
mands are just and modest and we do aot 
anticipate trouble. A grievance commi:- 
tee has been appointed, but their names 
will be kept secret for the present.” 

“How strong is your organization?” 

‘Well, there are just two players in th? 
big league who are not members and they 
will be members in a day or two. We 
have received word from the eastern and 
western leagues and the American league 
and every piayer in those three organiza- 
tions is anxious to join. We expect to neve 
as members every professional bal] play- 
er {in the country.”’ 

At the conclusion of the meeting Hugh 
Jennings said: 

“Our organization today is strong and 
we are ready to talk business. It is not 
our object_to bring about « fight with the 
club owners, We want justice and intend 
to get itIn a straight, overboard and busi- 
ness-like way. All of the players are 
with the organization and we are chock 
full of enthusiasm. We are only fighting 
against methods in the contract system 
and the scheme of selling and farming 
players.”’

COLUMBUS BOY AT TIEN TSIN. 


Charley Keene a Member of the Ninth 
Infantry. 

Columbus, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—A 
Columbus boy, Charlie C. Keene, partic- 
ipated in the storming of Tien Tsin by 
the allied forces a few days ago. As a 
member of the Ninth infantry, United 
States army, he was 
one of the gallant 
band that stormed 
the Chinese town in 
the face of a fire 
that is said to have 
"been hotter than 
San Juan hill. 

Since learning 
that he was in the 
battle, his parents 
and family here 
have scanned the official list of dead 
and wounded more closely and they are 
rejoiced to see that he was not wounded. 

Charley Keene is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. F. Keene, of this city, and is a 
brother of Messrs. W. D. and James 
Keene. He first enlisted in the army 
from Rome as a ‘volunteer in the Span- 
ish-American war. He was afterwards 
transferred to Manila as a member of 
the Ninth infantry. At Manila he was 
detached from his regiment and was 
assigned to clerical duties in the. head- 
quarters of the department of the Phil- 
ippines. ? 2 ls 

On June i6th Major General MacAr- 
thur, at Manila, received cabled instruc- 
tions from the secretary of war ordering 
him to send the Ninth regiment to Taku, 
China. Mr. Keene having been detached 
from his regiment, it was optional with 
him whether or not he should accompany 
the regiment. He decided to go. Before 
leaving Manila he wrote a letter to his 
parents, and this letter they have just 
received. 

Mr. Keene said that his next letter 
would be dated from the land of the pig- 
taiis. He said that his regiment would 
go via Hong Kong and would push on to 
Pekin as rapidly as possible. He inclosed 
in his letter an order issued on the 17th 
of June by Major General MacArthur, 
which directed that the Ninth regiment 
proceed at once to Taku, China, and 
thence report to the United States min- 
istergat Pekin, for the protection of the 
American legation and the lives of Amer- 
ican citizens and the property of Amer- 
icans in China. The order stated that as 
to the details of accomplishing this the 
regiment was to confer with Rear Ad- 
miral Louis Kempff, then at Taku. The 
order directed that the command carry 
a full equipment of tentage, sixteen four- 
mule wagons, thirty days’ rations, 600 
rounds of ammunition to the man, one 
Colt’s automatic rapid fire gun, and one 
gatling gun, with an ample supply of 
ammunition. 

The regiment sailed on June 2th, the 
troops going on the transport Logan, and 
the wagons on the transport Port Al- 
bert. The regiment proceeded to Taku, 
and what happened there and at Pekin 
are now matters of history. If the allies 
are as brave and dashing as the boys of 
the Ninth regiment, it will not be long 
before the regiment has fulfilled its or- 
ders and has reported to the United 
States minister at Pekin, if he be still 
alive. 


THEY PROPOSE A COMPROMISE. 


Bonds and Mostello in Trouble with 
the Government. 

Anniston, Ala., July 29.—(Special.)—J. C. 
Bonds and Thomas Mostello, of the 
Bonds government distillery, near Jack- 
sonville, have waived preliminary exam- 
ination before the United States commis- 
sioner here and given bail for their aip- 
pearance before tlie next United States 
grand jury in Birmingham. Bonds was 
arrested several days ago and Mostello 
was arrested yesterday. Both operate 
an extensive distillery near Jacksonville, 
which was seized last week by revenue 
officers. It is charged that they have 


been storing whisky in Bonds's residence 
instead of in the bonded warehouse. Both 
haive proposed a compromise and hope to 
settle the matter without criminal pro- 
ceedings.

MORE ROOM MADE - 
FOR NEW PUPILS 


Twelve Grades Added to the Public 
School System. 


WORK PROGRESSING RAPIDLY 


Bell Street School Building Is Now 
Nearing Completion. 


COLORED SCHOOL TO BE ENLARGED 


Many Tickets Have Been Issued to 
Children Who Wish To Enter 
When Fall Term Opens. 


‘When the public schools open for the 
fall term on the morning of the second 
Monday in September much will have been 
done by the board of education and Super- 
intendent W. F. Slaton to relieve the 
usually crowded condition of the grammar 
schools of the city. i 

The term will see the addition of twelve 
new grades. The new school on Bell 
street, which is to have six grades, will 
be completed in the course of the next 
week or so, the weather permitting. Two 
new grades will be added to the Williams 
street school and at an early hour this 
morning the work of building four extra 
rooms to the Aiouston street colored school 
will begin. 

The work of building two new rooms 
to the Williams street school was com- 
menced several weeks ago and is to be 
completed at once. The grades to be 
added will be a first and seventh. Here- 
tofore all the pupils promoted from the 
sixth grade in that school were compellea 
to enter the seventh grade in other schools 
in nearby districts. The many applications 
for accommodation by primary grade 
children made it imperative that another 
first grade be added to the’ school at 
once, 

It is now expected that the Williams 
street school will be in a position this 
year to accommodate all who apply for 
admission. - 

Work Progressing Rapidly. 

The work of building the new six-grade 
school on Bell street has been progress- 
ing rapidly and the workmen are now en- 
gaged in plastering the rooms. The Hous- 
ton street colored school for several years 
has been one of the negro schools most 
in need of more rooms, as sessions were 
held both morning and afternoon for the 
purpose of relieving the situation as much 
as possible. 

Superintendent Slaton stated last evening 
that it was his intention to put extra 
forces of hands on all the school work so 
as to push it forward with all speed. 
It is desirable that the new rooms be 
completed and ready for occupancy as 
soon as possible so that there will be no 
delay when the regular term opens. 

The schools will not open this year until 
the second Monday in September, in ac- 
cordance with a ruling made by the board 
of education several months ago. For 
two weeks before the term begins an 
interesting normal will be held and noted 
educators from other cities *are expected 
here to deliver helpful talks to the At- 
lanta teachers. 

Almost since the day that the schools 
closed last June for the summer vacation 
applications for seafs have been received 
at the superintendent’s office. A large 
number of tickets admitting children to 
the public schools have been issued and 
it is expected that crowded conditions in 
many of the schools will be repeated this 


year. 

Assistant Superintendent L. M. Lan- 
drum is away on his annual vacation and 
the majority of the teachers are also in 
the mountains and at the seashore en- 
joying a rest from the labors of the past 
scholastic year. . 


ALABAMA ELECTS NEXT WEEK. 


Democrats Will Have Easy Time in 
Carrying the State, 

Birmingham, .Ala., July 29.—(Specta].)— 
The last week of the state campaign in 
Alabama does not promise to be any 
more exciting than it has been heréto- 
fore. The election occurs tomorrow a 
week and in a number of counties, 1) 
fact in more than two-thirds of the 
counties comprising the state, there has 
been no campaigning at all by the demo 
cratic party,- except some newspaper 
writings. In a number of counties no 
public speakings have been held, notably 
among them being Jefferson, one of fe 
largest, if not the largest, and most im- 
portant in the state. The greater part 
of the campaign work has been don 
in the counties which heretofore have 
returned populist majorities and this 
work has been telling work. The indica- 
tions are that the number of populist 
counties will be reduced to less than 75 
per cent. In one county—Shelby—unfor- 
tunately, the democrats waited a little 
too long in notifying the probate judge 
of the county of the democratic eandi- 
dates and the names will be omitted 
But this erro’ 
did not occur in any other county and 
some pretty stiff work .as been done in 
behalf of the democratic ticket. 

As to the state tickets, there are no 
expectations on the part of any of the 
citizens except that the democratic tick- 
et, headed by Colonel W. J. Samford, 
of Opelika, will be chosen by a big ma- 
jority. Dr. G. B. Crowe, the populist 
candidate for governor, during the week 
gave out a little talk in which he prac- 
tically admitted that his party had no 
chance. He admitted that all the work 
in behalf of his ticket was done silently 
and that more activity was noted in 
behalf of county tickets than for the 
state ticket. He practicaly admitted de- 
feat, though he qualified his statement 
by saying that he’ “‘would not be surprised 
at a big vote for the populist state ticke 
on account of opposition to a constitu- 
tional convention” on the part of a large 
number of Alabama citizens. | 

The republicans are not making any 
claims whatever, and though their head- 
quarters are located in ‘Birmingham, 
nothing of a state character can be heard 
coming from them. In several counties 
in the western and northern part of the 
state they have some speakers on the

Postmaster Smyth Has Succeeded 
in Securing for Atlanta One 
of the Best Postal Ser- 
vices in the 
South. 


News was received last night of the 
prospective increase in Atlanta’s present 
postal facilities by the addition of three 
sub-stations. This will place a postoffice 
within half a mile of every citizen in the 
city, and will greatly facilitate the work 
of purchasing stamps, money orders and 
registering letters. 

No, il of the new sub-stations will be 
located at Bratton’s drug store, on Peach- 
tree street; No. 12, in the Pansy drug 
store, corner Houston and Hilliard streets; 
No. 13, in the Empire drug store, on East 
Fair street. These stations will be fitted 
up immediately and be in operation by 
August idéth. 

Postmaster Smyth, when he first went 
into office, decided that with the increase 
in Atlanta’s population, should come an 
increase in her postal facilities. He took 
the matter under advisement, and after 
careful consideration hit on the sub- 
station plan. 

This system has been in operation in 
other largs cities of the country, and had 
worked successfully. He held a consulta- 
tion with Colonel tavingspon, and fre- 
quested him to take the matter up with 
the authorities at ‘Washington. 

In Marsh, 18998, their labors were re- 
warded by a grant of five sub-stations. 
No, 1, at 390 Peachtree street; No. 2, 184 
Auburn avenue; No, 3, 120 Capitol avenue; 
No. 4, 101 Whitehall street; No. 6, 481 
Marietta street. 

These stations were used by the citizens 
in the neighborhood, and found to be of 
great convenience, .Large numbers of 
stamps were sold daily, and the depart- 
ment was complimented for its enterprise 
in furnishing this convenience, 

Shortly after, thrée-niore stations were 
added to the list—No. 6, 64 Decatur street; 
No. 7, 187 West Mitchell street; No, 8 on 
Humphries street, but wag later changed 
to 238 South McDaniel asireet. Last fall 
two more stations were granted—No. 9, 
200 Peters street; No. 10, at what was 
formerly Clara, Ga., now inside the city 
limits, on Marietta street. 

In addition to the above, there ts what 
is termed a full station in West i.nd, 
Here the residents can purchase stamps, 
money orders, registered letters, packages, 
etc., and the local mail is delivered. At 
all the other stations every convenience is 
offered that is furnished by the main 
postoffice except the delivery of lettcrs. 
The territory is covered by free delivery, 
however. 

When seen at his residence last night by 
a reporter of The Constitution, Postmsater 
Smyth said: 

“The sub-stations have met with great 
favor by the public. Many citizens have 
spoken to me of the added convenience. 
The city has been well supplied, but in 
looking it over I found three sections had 
been neglected the least bit. I decided to 
do all I could to establish stations in 
these neighborhoods. Colonel] Livingstéh 
and mpself took the mater up, and with 
his aid I succeeded in securing these last 
three. 

“Our fiscal year ended last June. If we 
were at the office I could tell you the 
exact amount of business each station has 
done, but as a rough estimate, I should 
gay $30,000 in stamps and $40,000.in money 
orders. In addition to this, they have 
done considerable registry. I do not know 
exactly how much. 

“The station corner of Whitehall and 
Mitchell streets, in Benjamin’s drug store, 
leads the list in volume of business."’ 

All of these sub-stations kave been sup- 
plied under Major Smyth’s administration. 
He has ever been on the alert for any 
convenience in the postal department that 
would benefit the citizens of Atlanta. 

In addition to these. sub-stations, three 
new carriers will be added to the present 
list. This gives Atlanta one of the most 
competent and up-to-date postal depart- 
ments in the country. 

Following is-a special received last night 
by The Constitution from Washingtcn: 

Washington, July 29.—(Special.)—Repre- 
sentative Lon Livingston has been here 
for several days securing additional postal 
facilities for Atlanta and other points in 
his district. He has just secured three 
additional sub-stations for Atlanta, with 
three additional carriers. The new sub- 
stations are to be located, one on Mitchell 
street, one on Peachtree street and one 
at the east end of Decatur street. Colc- 
nel Livingston is also negotiating for the 
establishment of fourtéen rural free de 
livery routes in his district, and he ex- 
pects to have them settled upon during 
the coming week.

BADE FAREWELL 
TO CONGREGATION 


Dr. George B, Eager Leaves Church at 
Montgomery. 


GOES TO BAPTIST COLLEGE 


Large Audience Heard His Parting 
Words Yesterday. 


GREAT SORROW AT HIS LEAVING 


Tears in the Eyes of His Congrega- 
tion as He Bade Them Farewell. 
His Remarks. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 29.—(Special.)}— 
Dr. George B. Eager, of the First Baptist 
church in this city. preached his farewell 
sermon today to an immense congrega- 
tion, He goes from here to Louisville, Ky,, 
to take position as professor in the Bap- 
tist college, to which place he was elect- 
ed some time ago without his solicitation. 
He has had charge of this church here 
eight years, and no one is more beloved 
by his congregation and the citizens of 
this city generally. His sermon was a 
general resume of his work here and his 
devotion to.the people of this city. To- 
night there was a meeting of all the 
churches at the Baptist church to express 
to Dr. Eager their sorrow at his leaving. 
There were several speeches made by the 
ministers of other churches, and one from 
his own congregation by Colonel J. M. 
Falkner, who has been closely allied with 
Dr. Eager in all of his work since he 
came here. His speech was full of feeling, 
and brought tears to the eyes of many of 
the congregation. The meeting was inter- 
spersed with appropriate music by the 
congregation, Dr. Eager will not go direct 
to Louisville, but will take a vacation for 
& month before entering upon the duties 
at the college, 

After an approprfate opening service 
of song, the reading of the second chapter 
of Acts and prayer, the choir and congre.- 
gation joined in singing ‘‘Fresh from the 
Throne of Glory.’’ 

The pastor then arose amid the breath- 
less silence of the great assembly and 
delivered what he called his “parting 
words to the church.” 

“Today, as you know, dear friends, is 
my last Sunday with you as your pastor. 
Some parting words, therefore, may not 
be amiss, They may not seem important, 
They may not be interesting to others 


'who have honored us with their presence 


here this morning in generous numbers, 
but they will not be wholly without inter- 
est to us as pastor and people, I trust, 
nor altogether without fruitfulness in 
good. 

“It has been eight years and three 
months today since I became your pastor, 
In some respects, so blessed and bright 


have been the gliding years it seems but 
yesterday, In others it seems that this re- 


lationship has lasted a lifetime. But as fit 
as it might be to do so, I am not going to 
permit myself to review those years in 
detail. Their record is on high. What 
we have written, we have written, and it 
stands before God and the angels, change- 
less forever.”’ 

The doctor then gaid he had read the 
marvelous record of pastoral fidelity con- 
tained in the second chapter of Acts with 
@ purpose, but not with any presump- 
tuous dream of instituting a parallel. 

“God forbid that I should set up even 
the semblance of such a claim as the ap- 
propriating of these words of Paul would 
set up. Who except the great apostle ever 
could have set up a claim to such lofty 
zeal, such self-devotion to the welfare 
of men, such consecration to the service 
of God and such innocence of the blood 
of all men—unless it be that One whose 
whole life was one long self-denial cul- 
minating in the awful’and solitary sacri- 
fice of Calvary? , 

“I have read the words because they 
are a pastor’s farewell words and because 
they at least suggest some things that 
I want to say to you today.” 

The doctor then proceeded to point out 
that there was something amazing in 
these farewell words—‘‘something that 
fills me with admiring despair.. They are 
uttered without a semblance of a tear on 
Paul’s ;part. Look at him here. after 
years of pastoral life among these people, 
after loving labors identifying him with 
*them as pastor, companion, friend, he 
parts with them, it seems, with utter 
self-forgetfulress—not only without fear 
as to his own mysterious future, but with 
no regret for the past, no pain at sunder- 
ing the ties that bound him to these 
elders of the church at Ephesus, and to 
the people whom they represented. Mark 
you, not a word is said in the record about 
Paul being concerned about his leaving. 
It is not said that Paul sorrowed because 
he would see their faces no more. ‘ie 
kneeled down and prayed with them all, 
and they all wept sore and fell on Paul's 
neck, and kissed him.’ It was they who 
sorrowed for his words that they should 
see his face no more. How shall we ex- 
plain such a mystery? 

‘Well, one thing is sure; it was not 
because of any stoicism, any lack of sen- 
sibility on Paul’s part, any lack of power 
to lay hold of men’s hearts, or any sen- 
sibility to the power of men to lay hold of 
him. It is doubtful if in all the world 
there has teen a more loving nature than 
Paul's. It was swept and moved to re- 
sponsiye music, like an eolian harp, by 
every wind of human affection, by every 
zephyr of love. See how intensely inter- 
ested he was in his brethren, his kinsmen 
according to the flesh. See how his great 
heart opened out toward even the hum- 
blest of nis fellow lisciples, his brechren 
in Christ Jesus. His warm-hearted sym- 
pathy with the sorrowing, his joy with 
the rejoicing, were marked characteristics. 
It was he who in his letter to the Romans 
uttered that tender injunction: ‘Weep 
with those who weep, and rejoice wit& 
those who rejoice.’ His Christliike heart 
broadened out in tender concern for all 
mankind. If not a leck of sensibility, 
what, then, was it? 

‘‘Well, in the first place, Paul was 
breaking these ties under a clear sense of 
divine call. ‘I go,’ he says, ‘bound in the 
spirit, to Jerusalem.’ It was no caprice, 
or ambition, or spirit of adventure that 
moved him; he was going at God's behest. 
That, we may be sure, had no little to do 
in sustaining St. Paul in this _ part- 
ing. Then he realized that the dissolving 
of these official and fleshly relations did 
not mean the sundering of the dearest ties 
that bound them to each other. Those 
blessed ties that made them one in Christ 
Jesus, that linked them together in the 
ponds of a heavenly fellowship, tha: made 
them members of the commonwealth of 
the saints here, and destined them to be 
members of the great commonwealth of 
the heavens hereafter—these would abide 
all separation and change. The dear lit- 
tle hymn with which we are so famillar 
speaks a kindred mé¢ssage to our souls 
today: 


“ ‘When we asunder part, 
It gives us inward pain; 

But we shall still be one in heart, 
And hope to meet again.’ 


“Then, Paul knew that his going in 
obedience to God’s eall could be no calam- 
ity te them. He would go, but God and 
God’s word would abide with them. ‘1 
commend you to God,’ he said to them in 
this blessed assurance, ‘and to the word 
of His grace, which is able to save your 
soule and to give you an inheritance

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The news that Charley Hoyt, author of 
Mmnumerable farce comedies that provok- 
ed mfilions to mirth, was insane, brought 
sorrow to the hearts of thousands who 
did not even know the man, but were 
familiar with his plays. For there was 
zomething touchingly pathetic in the 
passing of the poor fellow’s mind. Whole- 
souled, sunny-natured, a smile for every 
one and pleasant to all, Charley Hoyt 
was a prince of good fellows, Every 
ane liked him But if Hoyt looked at life 
through eyes that twinkled and dropped 
words of kindness through lips that gmil- 
ed. he oftentimes played a part. He 
was not always happy and his sufferings 
were none the less exquisite because he 
hid them from his friends. Doubt- 
less they were intensified for this 
reason. When Caroline Miskel-Hoyt, 
his last wife, died in child birth 
The grief of her death preyed. on 
his mind unti] reason was  grad- 
Ually dethroned and only a wreck of his 
former self was left. Today he is 
Charley Hoyt only in outward form, The 
shell of the man remains, but the vital- 
izing spirit of reason has forever flown. 
The pithetic story of hig recent trial for 
commitment to an insane asylum is told 
in the following graphic words: 


“Laugh and the world laughs with you. 
Weep, and you weep alone. 


“She last curtain has rung down for 
poor Vhariey Hoyt, the funmaker. The 
lights are growing dim. The musicians 
are packing up their instruments. ‘The 
audience has turned its back on the man 
who made millions laugh by his stingless 
humor, 

“In her gilent tomb lies the dust of 
Garoline Miskel-Hoyt, his idol, the woman 
Whose death broke the golden thread 
which held him to life and light and hap- 
piness. She is scarcely more dead than 
he, Today he made his last appearance 
in public. It wags a vain appeal of a poor, 
wrecke@g mind, unconscious of the wreck- 
age, that he might be allowed to go at 
large. It was vain because impossible. 
The hands which have ghut the doors of 
an asylum upon Charley Hoyt, the play- 
wright, have done it in mercy. He has 
paresis. There is but one cure for him. 
The sleep which Caroline Miskel-Hoyt his 
found in the quiet of her grave. 

“Unconscious of his own condition—for 
paresis is merciful to that extent—but 
realizing that he had been forcibly de- 
prived of his freedom, Mr. Hoyt stood in 
the presence of Judge Harrison B. Free- 
man, in the police court, and a few news- 

aper men, and pleaded for his Nberty.

‘Men the playwright had esteemed as 
friends, it seemed to him, had turned 
against him, He did not know, he could 
not understand, that the action which 
placed him under restraint was marked by 
the highest friendship.

ISOME ELOQUENT SERMONS” 


HEARD IN ATLANTA PULPITS 


. 
° FIRST METHODIST. 
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Rev. W. L, Nelms, D.D., presiding elder 
of the Georgetown district, Texas, preach- 
ed at the First Methodist church a ser- 
mon of unusval clearness, force and pow- 
er, upon “The Office of the Holy Ghost.” 
Many of the visiting Leaguers and minis- 
ters were ‘present: Dr. Nelms is a Geor- 
gian by birth, who has risen to great and 
deserved influence in his adopted state. 
He began by saying: 

_“In the Old Testament Jesus Christ 


| was prephesied, and in the New: His life 


and work are set forth and expounded. 

“Immediately upon Christ’s ascension 
the Holy Ghost began His peculiar and 
invaluable work among men. Redemp- 
tion having been made possible by Christ 
for every man can be made actual only 
by and through the agency of the Holy 
Ghost, and all that was provided in 
Christ is realized only as the plan of 
salvation is commended and emphasized 
by the Comforter and Teacher promised 
by the Lord before His crucifixion. 

“In all divine md@vements the Trinity— 
Father, Son and, Holy Ghost—are set 
forth before the children of men as co- 
operating to the one end of salvation. 
Three periods there were—legal, Chris- 
tian, spiritual; each with its shadows, 
signs and wonders. But these miracu- 
lous manifestations were of negessity, 
and had no permanency—not, indeed, even 
the miraculous at Pentecost. 

“The element or quality of certitude 
touching Jesus as the Messiah lay in an- 
other direction than these miracles. It 
is the high function of the Holy Ghist to 
bear witness to the perfect and sufficient 
salvation in and through our Lord.

The as- 
sistant pastor, Mr. J. A. Jensen, will 
hajve charge of the First Christian church 
during Mr. Williamson's absence in Vir- 
ginia for a month. 
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At the close of December, 1899, President 
BE. C. Irvin, of the national board of fire 
underwriters, issued « letter to its mem- 
bers reviewing the serious condition of 
the fire insurance business and stating 
that, if they so authorized, he would ap- 
point a committee to prepate a pian of 
reform and submit it to the companies 
generally. His suggestion was quickly 
approved, the committee was. appointed, 
and was selected from the most promi- 
nent fire underwriters of all divisions. 
It, after careful and protracted labor, 
submitted, at a large meeting in June, @ 
report, which was called the “agreement 
of 1900” and covered the United States 
field. This plan was so -full and com- 
plete that it embraced rates,.commissions 
and many other points. 

The fire insurance companies at their 
meeting authorized the committee to sé- 
cure signatures. <A few days ago it de- 
veloped that several of the conditiong met 
with the hostility of dozens of companies. 
including three of the strongest fire in- 
stitutions in the country. The commit- 
tee of twenty-seven held a meeting in 
New York Friday to consider the compii- 
cations which prevented the obtaining of 
an adequate number of signers. The 
chief stumbling blocks were the section 
regarding the regulation of commissions 
arel the “separation” plank, which re- 
quires companies to refuse to remain in 
agencies with non-signing institutions. 
There is practically a unanimous feeling 
among all classes of underwriters that 
rates should be raised. 

The committee decided Friday, says The 
Journal of Commerce, to call a general 
meeting of companies in August, proba- 
bly on the 9th, at which it will submit 
for approval that part of the “agreement 
of 1900’ which touches the rate question 
purely, the remainder being avuudoned, 
for the present at least. It will be of- 
fered in the following simple but effective 
form; 

‘1. The undersigned fire insurance com- 
panies doing business in the United 
States agree to constitute and appoint for 
One year from the time of the gene-al 
meeting gt which this agreement is adopt- 
ed a committee of supervision, whose du- 
ties s k be'to ‘consider the conditions 
of the fire insurance business In respec: 
to statutory requirements of the various 
states, expenses of the business and the 
adjustment of rates, with power within 
the limits hereinafter provided, and the 
undersigned companies pledge their sup- 
port to such committee, 

“2. This committee shal] number thirty 
and shal] be selected by ballot at the 
meeting of the companies at which this 
agreement is adopted, and it shall appoint 
its own chairman; vice chairman, secre- 
tary and treasurer, and shall have full 
Power to employ such assistants ag may 
be required in the proper prosecution of 
the duties assigned it. Expenses tobe met 
by a pro-rata assessment on the fire 


premiums of the subscribers derived from. 


the territory under supervision. 

‘3, Such committee shall consist of of- 
ficers and managers of companies fairly 
representative of all classes of subscribers 
and transacting a general agency business 
throughout the United States. 

“4. The committee of supervision shal! 
immediately endeavor, through locai 
boards and other associations, to secure 
an adjustment of the rates upon such 
Classes of hazards and for such localities 
as the experience of underwriters during 
the last five years has shown to be un- 
profitable.’’
